Dear Mr. Dunaway: 


Further to my letter No. 151 dated 27/8/72 (May 11, 1953) 
regarding the development projects contemplated by the Saudi Arabian 
Government throughout the Kingdom and with reference to our discussions 
on this subject during the several conferences held, I wish to express 
the need of the Saudi Arabian Government for an increased share of 
United States Government's special assistance which is required for 
carrying out a number of projects already studied by the Technical 
Cooperation Administration technicians and other international 
missions and for which the final reports have already been submitted 
and consequently approved in principle by the Saudi Arabian Government. 
The principal objective of these projects is to raise the standard 
of living of the Saudi Arabian people and secure their means of 
livelihood. 


You are, undoubtedly, aware of the fact that the United States 
Congress is now considering, among other things, the question of 
rendering economic assistance to the countries of the Near East 
on the same basis as has been done in previous years and that, 
with the exception of Saudi Arabia, all the Near East countries 
have had generous shares of this assistance during the few preceding 
years. Hence the purpose of writing this letter, inviting attention 
to the strong relations and mutual interests between the Government 
of the United States of America and the Government of Saudi Arabia; 
reminding of the importance of the time factor, lest the basis for 
granting this economic assistance be adversely and irrevocably 
determined; and hoping that Saudi Arable will, this year, obtain a 
generous share of assistance sufficient to carry out the most 
pressing and vital projects already tudied.

Several reports containing the recommendations and suggestions 
of the Technical Cooperation Administration technicians on the various 
development projects have already been submitted to the Saudi Arabian 
Government by you. Of paramount importance is "The Extensive Drilling 
Program" entailing serial survey, building of dams, reservoirs, etc. 
You are cognizant of the important role that water plays in elevating 
the standard of living in this country and the settlement of its 
inhabitants. You are also aware of the Saudi Arabian Government's 
interest in this program and its firm intention to put it into effect, 
However, Saudi Arabia is still in its initial stages of development 
and its revenue, including oi] royalties, do not enable the Government 
to carry out, single-handed, all such projects in addition to its 
normal and current obligations. A larger portion of economic as well 
as technical assistance is therefore needed. In requesting assistance 
from a friendly country such as the United States, the Saudi Arabian 
Government hopes to utilize such assistance for the advancement of 
its people so as to enable them to join hands with the peoples of 
the free world and help them to attain a noble and common goal, 
namely: peace everlasting, a deep rooted stability and the repellance 
of our common danger and hazards. 


The water projects contemplated by the Saudi Arabian Government 
include finding new sources; conservation of present water supplies; 
and establishing regulation works, dams, reservoirs, etc., in 
accordance with the recommendations of the American experts and the 
experts of the international missions,in Gizan, Abha, Riyadh, and 
other districts; and exploiting this water in the best manner 
advantageous to all Saudis without discrimination. 


Next to the water projects in importance, comes the Gizan Port 
Development Project and the building of a net of roads to connect 
the agricultural areas with the principal towns in the north. These 
two projects have a far reaching effect on the agricultural production 
and its growth and, in consequence, the reduction of foreign imports 
and the establishment of an economic revival both real and everlasting. 


Economic assistance is also needed for building roads that will 
connect the Asir with the coastal plain,and Abha with Taif, as these 
roads are of vital importance to one of the most densely populated 
areas in Saudi Arabia. They are also important to the Hejaz, the 
district of great religious consideration where thousands of Moslem 
pilgrims congregate annually to perform pilgrimage rites in the 
Holy City.

We have previously written to Mr. Eric Johnson about the 
chemical fertilizer project and asked him to inquire about the 
extent of the assistance that the Technical Cooperation Administration 
could render to Saudi Arabia to help carry out this project. Inasmuch 
as this project is of economic importance to our country and to the 
countries of the Near and Far East, we wish to be informed as soon 
as possible and with utmost urgency of the Technical Cooperation 
Administration's attitude towards the project. The preliminary 
studies have already been completed and the plant and its require 
ments are being studied by Mr. Alto, the technician attached to the 
Department of Technical Assistance of the United Nations. 


last, but not least, we wish to point out that the Saudi 
Arabian Government has proved that it does not lag in rendering any 
assistance within its power to the United States Government. The 
commmication facilities are a unique example of good will and 
common interests and is an initial step towards a continued friendly 
relationship and cooperation between our two Governments and the 
achievement of a higher standard of living both economically and 
socially to our people.

these costs, exclusive of the salaries and such expenses of the personnel 
employed as the respective Governments shall bear,
